There aren't many people 
that would leave behind 
their home and all of its 
comforts to help others in 

But that’s exactly what 
Wendy Willmore did, when 
she gave up everything she 
holds dear to provide med¬ 
ical help to people in a 
country where the latest 
technology and modern 
conveniences aren't avail- 

Last December, Wendy 
closed her medical practice 
in Canada. A month later, 
the Fort Erie native packed 
her bags and said goodbye 
to her family and friends 
and boarded a plane head¬ 
ed for Africa. 

Wendy’s mother, Martha 
Willmore, said she always 
knew her daughter would 
become a doctor so she 
could help other people in

“When she was a little 
girl, Wendy always wanted 
to play ‘Doctor’ and her 
dolls were her patients. 
Sometimes her brother 
even got roped into it,” 
Martha laughed. 

It doesn’t surprise 
Martha that her daughter, 
now 37, has chosen to leave 
behind her home to live in 
Tanzania, where many of 
its citizens live in mud 
houses and are impover- 

“Wendy knew when she 
was five or six years-old 
that she wanted to help 
people. When she finished 
high school, she knew 
where she wanted to go. It 
was just a matter of getting 


Once she arrived, Wendy 
volunteered for three hos¬ 
pitals in Kenya and 
Tanzania before she

gical residency program. 

The surgical residency 
program, which opened on 
Jan. 6 this year, was created 
in response to the severe

which has about 254 sur¬ 
geons per million people, 
Tanzania only has two sur¬ 
geons per million people 
in the country. 

Martha said a typical day 
for her daughter starts early 
in the morning and she can 
be called in to the hospital 
at any time of the day for 
an emergency. 

“It’s a lot different there 
than it is in Canada. One 
example is animal attacks. 
We don’t have those here 
but in Africa, there are a lot 
of wild animals so it’s not 
uncommon to treat some¬ 
one attacked by an animal,” 
she said. 

Wendy also must be cau¬ 
tious when handling blood 
because The HIV virus 
which leads to Aids is a 
major problem in Africa. 

Martha tries to speak to 
her daughter every Sunday 
morning, but communica¬ 
tion becomes very difficult 
because of regular power 
outages. 

Living in Africa is very 
different from living in 
Canada because grocery 
stores are very few and far 
between. 

“There are a few grocery 
stores but not very many 
people can afford to go 
there. Most people buy 


their fruits and vegetables 
on the side of the road from 
farmers.” 

Martha's daughter lives 
in a small home which 
does have a few conve¬ 
niences such as running 
water and electricity. 

Martha said it isn’t 
entirely safe for her daugh¬ 
ter because she is consid¬ 
ered part of a minority 
because of the colour of 
her skin. 

Wendy lives in a gated 
community and employs a 
guard at night to protect 
her home. 


Martha said her daugh¬ 
ter is a career missionary 
under Commission to 
Every Nation Canada and 
she is required to raise her 
own funds for financial 
support. The residency 
program she works with is 
a branch of the Pan-African 
Academy of Christian 
Surgeons, an association of 
missionary surgeons and 
their support network 
committed to training 
African surgeons in Africa. 

Martha said she contin¬ 
ues to share her daughter's 
story to help her carry out 


her dream and garner 
financial support. 

“We won’t be here for 
every and we want to make 
sure she has every oppor¬ 
tunity to continue,” Martha

> Causeways 
could relieve 
congestion at 
border crossing 
into U.S. from 
Canada

It's a proposal that 
involves elevated roadways 
or causeways instead of 
bridges. 

And the goal is to speed 
up trucks crossing the bor¬ 
der into Canada and the 
U.S. 

It's not a new idea, but 
one that should be revisit¬ 
ed because infrastructure 
is now in place that didn't 
exist years ago, suggests 
Arlene White, the owner of 
Cross-Border Business 

However, Fort Erie Mayor 
Doug Martin and Jim 
Thibert, general manager 
of the Fort Erie Economic 


Development and Tourism 
Corporation, don't see it 
the same way. 

"If you stand at the end 
of Netherby Rd. and look 
across to Grand Island, it 
almost looks like that space 
is just waiting," said White, 
who takes no credit for the 
solution, but found it while 
doing research on another 
matter. 

"The beauty of this is that 
the environmental studies 
have already been done, 
the boaters would not be 
upset and because it's such 
a narrow point, the people 
I have talked to say this 
could be done in three-to- 
five years." 

The roadway system 
would allow trucks on the 
QEW to exit at Netherby 
Rd., the border between 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls, 
across to Grand Island. It 
would ultimately link up to 
the 1-90 to Boston, New 
York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. 

U.S. Customs and 
Immigration could have an 


additional facility on Grand 
Island, which would pro¬ 
vide shared border man¬ 
agement for both countries 
to operate from. 

"Just think of what that 
would do for Fort Erie, 
Niagara Falls, Welland and 
also the U.S. side in Niagara 
County and Erie County. 
There would be new oppor¬ 
tunities with really good¬ 
paying jobs," said White. 

She pointed to infra¬ 
structure improvements 
made during the past 
10-to-15 years, such as the 
extension of Hwy. 406 from 
St. Catharines to Welland, 
the shared pre-clearance 
of trucks at the Peace 
Bridge andborder improve¬ 
ments to plazas, highway 
approaches, customs and 
toll booths on both sides of 
the border. 

"This would help with 
the gridlocks we already 
have in the summer time at 
both the Peace Bridge and 
the Queenston-Lewiston 
Bridge," said White. "We 
also want to have more vis¬ 


itor traffic go back and 
forth, and at this stage of 
the game we have to look 
at every single opportunity 
that Niagara has." 

Rather than spending 
time on expensive, already- 
studied and controversial 
bridge options, White said 
the elevated roadways or 
causeways option has 
worked well in other juris¬ 
dictions, including the east 
coast in Canada and 
Florida in the U.S. 

White has submitted her 
plan in an open letter to 
government officials, com¬ 
munity leaders, transpor¬ 
tation officials and mem¬ 
bers of the media. 

"This is something that 
needs to be talked about 
and we need to see how we 
can make this happen." 

Martin said he doesn't 
think the plan will ever get 
off the ground because of 
the changes that would 
have to be made to accom¬ 
modate customs. 

"I don't see that happen¬ 
ing at all," he said. "First of 


all, you would have to relo¬ 
cate all of the customs 
facilities on both sides of 
the border, which is not 
realistic." 

Too much money has 
already been spent on the 
Peace Bridge to put those 
upgrades in place, added 
Martin, so he doesn't 
believe government offi¬ 
cials would go along with 
those changes. 

"I think the cost would 
be prohibitive. On the 
Canadian side, there would 
be concerns about the 
amount of land that would 
have to be reclaimed in 
order to do this, and there 
are a number of other 
issues that would not make 
this realistic at all." 

Martin called the plan 
"more of a pipe dream than 
reality," which would have 
considerable impact on 
people living in the area. 

"I just don't see it as an 
alternative." 

Thibert said this is not a 
new concept. It was 
declined for valid reasons 


in the past and it won't fly 
this time around, he 

"First of all, you can't put 
anything in the water 
because everything 
upstream from the power 
dams affects the water flow 
into the plants for the gen¬ 
eration of power," said 
Thibert." Also, this is navi¬ 
gable waters. How high 
would this have to be in 
order to clear things?" 

"There's no real credibil¬ 
ity in this idea," he said, 
believing officials should 
focus on trying to put a 
second span on the Peace 
Bridge. 

Thibert said millions of 
dollars have been spent to 
restructure bridge plazas 
in both countries to help 
improve the flow of trucks. 

"All we need is more traf¬ 
fic in order to justify anoth¬ 
er span on the Peace 
Bridge."

It was a neat interview 
with the late John Miller. 

John was the son of Fort 
Erie’s late famed naturalist, 
Bert Miler. John came to 
my little retirement home 
in Ridgeway one after- 

John worked for our prov¬ 
ince as a bee inspector out 
of London, Ontario. 

I had asked him for an 
interview. Interesting as his 
occupation was, I wanted 
to learn more about his 
father. 

At that time I was writing 
nature articles for the 
Niagara Falls Review. I had 
a clipping on my desk from 
the Buffalo News. 


It Was a photo of a giant 
fish washed up on the Lake 
Erie shore across the way in 
Erie County on the New 
York side. 

John looked at it and said, 
'That’s a Great lake stur¬ 
geon.' 

It was. 

It was a 158-pound sev¬ 
en-foot lake sturgeon!. 

John said his dad always 
had a boat to fish with from 
the old homestead at 
Miller’s Creek. 

He would go out in his 
boat with his night line, 
The line would measure 
100 feet-long with 35 to 40 
baited hooks on it. 

Each end was weighted. 
As he let out the line, he 
would identify his bearings 
from objects on the shore. 

The next morning, he 
went to the noted location 
and used a grappling hook 
and pulled up die line. 

Sturgeons are bottom 
feeders and Bert was often 
successful. The biggest 
sturgeon he ever caught 
was 125 pounds. These

giant fish supplemented 
the Miller family income in 
the 1920s.

their kitchen stove, but what 
you have to build into it is con¬ 
sistency and some repeatability 
for the commercial world. 

“From there, we decided we 
want to (expand) ... identical 
science, identical procedures...

He says the idea is to roll out 
a number of beers — "all beers 
that we are proud of and want 
to drink.” 

Daigle says he andPizzicarola 
favour more malty, hoppy 
beers, but appreciates that not 
everybody is interested in that 
style.

Zimmerman said she 
somehow managed to bal¬ 
ance it all.

They do remember 
me showing up at hockey 
games and sometimes I 
was in a suit. I was the only 



Zimmerman wanted a 
career in politics because 
she had a desire to give 
back to her community. 

“Working as a member 
of regional council gave me 
the opportunity to do 
things that I wanted to do,” 


Zimmerman said. 

But it wasn’t always easy 
for Zimmerman who began 
her political career when 
she was elected as 
Alderman for the Town of 
Grimsby. 

She said she felt at times 
that her voice as an aider- 
man and regional council 
member wasn’t always 
heard. But Zimmerman 
continued to push for- 

"I believe (all women) 
have the ability to help,” 
Zimmerman said. 

She noted a variety of 
women who have pushed 
open doors and paved the 
way for other women 
including Nellie McClung, 
a Canadian female activist 
who was a member of the 
Famous Five. 

The Famous Five was a 
group ofwomen who advo¬ 
cated for social change and 
the right for women to be 
considered persons.

Zimmerman said women 
weren’t recognized as per¬ 
sons until 1929.

“We were only given the 
right to vote if our hus¬ 
bands died and we were 
given his vote," she added. 

Women today, such as 16 
year-old Malala Yousafzai 
are still fighting for wom¬ 
en’s rights, Zimmerman 
said. Yousafzai survived 
after she was shot in the 
head for advocating for 
rights for girls to receive an 
education in Pakistan. 

Despite strong women 
who have made a differ¬ 
ence for other women, 
Zimmerman said there is 
still work to be done. 

“Please consider joining 
local politics because it is 
so worth while,” 
Zimmerman added.

Hockey player 
W revived thanks 
to new 

^ defibrillator

One life has been saved 
thanks to one of six new defi¬ 
brillators installed in Fort 
Erie's municipal buildings. 

A 65 year-old senior hockey 
player collapsed on the ice at 
the Fort Erie Leisureplex 
Tuesday morning. His team 
mates started CPR and 
hooked up the man to an AED 
and saved his life. 

"By the time I got there, he 
had a good pulse and he was 
breathing," fire Chief Larry 
Coplen said. 

The Fort Erie Fire 
Department and Emergency 
Medical Services responded 
for the call of a man who col¬ 
lapsed on the ice at 10:45 a.m. 
Tuesday. The man was taken 
to hospital and treated. 

Coplen is hoping more lives 
will be saved thanks to six 
new defibrillators the Town 
received. Coplen said the new 
units brings the total number 
of public access defibrillator 
units in Fort Erie to 10. 

The units were made pos¬ 
sible by a donation from Heart 
Niagara, the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation’s Restart a Heart, 
Restart a Life campaign and 
grants from the Ontario 
Ministry of Health and the 
federal government. 

“The life saving units are 
worth about $2,500 each,” 
Coplen said. 

The fire chief said these 
units, which are easy to use, 
can improve cardiac arrest 
survival rates by 75%. 

Although Coplen knew the 
units would save lives, he 
didn't think one of the new 
units would be used so soon. 

He feels it's important for 
the public to know how to use 
a defibrillator in the case of 
an emergency. 

“If members of the public 
can help (by using a defibril¬ 
lator), the people who require 
help can increase their sur¬ 
vival rates significantly.” 

"People are apprehensive 
about using these units, how¬ 
ever, anyone can learn and 
anyone can be very effective 
in saving a life just by taking a

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Mayor says town needs 
to rebuild its reputation 


> Developer 
backs out of 
project after 
Bay Beach 
condominium 
project scrapped

Fort Erie is open for busi- 

developers to feel welcome. 

Mayor Doug Martin isn’t 
surprised Rainer Hummel, 
president of Sleek 
Developments Inc, said he 
won’t be moving forward with 
his redevelopment project at 
283 Ridge Rd. North. 

In a letter recently received 
by the Town of Fort Erie, 
Hummel wrote he wouldn’t 
move forward with his project 
because of the way the Bay 
Beach condominium project 
was scrapped in December. 

The Molinaro Group decid¬ 
ed not to move forward with 
the 12-storey condominium 
project after council voted 
against providing an extension 
for the developer to sell more 
units. The Molinaro Group 
announced on Dec. 31 last 
year that it was ending its con¬ 
tract with the Town of Fort 
Erie. 

“Obviously, the decision on 
Bay Beach sent a really strong 
message to the developer that 
if they want to develop here, 
there could be problems 
depending on the nature of 
the development,” Martin 
said. 

“This is a clear indication 
that (Hummel has) concerns 
about cooperation from town 
council,” he added. 

Martin believes it “will take 
time” before developers feel 
that Fort Erie welcomes new 
development. 

“Once your reputation is put 
into question, it takes a long 
time to get that back. It takes 
years and years to get a good 
reputation and it takes one 
misstep to lose it,” Martin said. 

Reflecting on his current 
term on council, Martin said 
this term has been “one of the 
most challenging.” 

“I think the people will be 
looking very closely at the plat¬ 
form of those who want to be 


elected,” Martin said of the 
upcoming fall election. 

Tom Kuchyt, the town’s 
interim chief administrative 
officer, said Hummel pur¬ 
chased the property in 
Ridgeway “with a few stipula¬ 
tions which include a time 
frame for a site plan.” 

“We wanted to see it (the 
property) developed quickly. 
It was getting close to those 
time lines to move forward 
and there was nothing there.” 

Kuchyt said the Town of Fort 
Erie tries to encourage devel¬ 


opment as best it can and resi¬ 
dents should continue to look 
forward to other development 
projects such as the Canadian 
Motor Speedway. 

“The developer is hoping to 
get the preliminary site plan 
completed,” he said. 

“The hope is to be com¬ 
pleting some of the construc¬ 
tion next year, however there 
are some impact studies that 
need to be done,” Kuchyt

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Meteors coach happy with season 


> Meteors finish 
in seventh 
place in regular 
reason with a 
13-30-6 record 


When Chris Johnstone 
reflects on the 2013/14 sea¬ 
son of the Fort Erie Meteors, 
he sees the glass as half-full. 

The Meteors finished in 
seventh spot with a 13-30-6 
record and were quickly 
swept away in the first round 
of the playoffs by the defend¬ 
ing champion St. Catharines 
Falcons. 

Nevertheless, Johnstone 
was easily able to find more 
than enough positives to 
make the season a worth¬ 
while endeavor. 

"I think with every team 
it’s worthwhile,” the veteran 
coach said. “I always say 
winning is luxury and it’s 
very hard to win. It’s about 
the journey you had, the 
year you had, the relation- 

"This team, probably more 
than any other team I've 
coached, were tight. They 
had each other’s backs. They 
played hard. They practiced 
hard. They never wavered. 
We kept pushing them and it 
was tough on us but they 
never wavered once and I 
respected that.” 

The Meteors were particu¬ 
larly challenged in their own 
end where they permitted 
228 goals. 

"I wish we would have 
rectified our goaltending 
situation earlier than we 
did,” Johnston said. "Once 
we got (Liam) Conway out of 
Welland it solidified us back 
there and we played more 
confident and we were get¬ 
ting more points. I think we 
were close to a .500 team." 

Johnstone feels if the 
Meteors had been able to 
pull out more of their close 
games, things might have 
gone much smoother. 

“We weren’t as strong 
defensively as we needed to 
be and went dry scoring 
goals early on, but when you 


look at our record we had 17 
one-goal or empty-net goal 
games,” he said. “So even if 
we got eight or nine of them 
in the win column that 
makes a big difference. 

“For being so close and 
pushing and pushing and 
losing so many of those 
close games and suffering in 
the nets for half the season, 
that was really hard to over- 

Johnstone was encour¬ 
aged with the progress of 
young rearguards Bryce 
Biller, Jared Marino and Jack 
Webb. 

"They got top minutes. It 
was great for their develop¬ 
ment,” Johnstone said. “They 
did fairly well for young guys 
but at the end of tile day, the 
lack of experience catches 
up with you. We knew that. 
We knew the type of club we 
had and wanted to keep 
pushing them and play 
hard." 

One thing that really both¬ 
ered Johnstone about this 
season was the officiating — 
the Meteors were the sec¬ 
ond-most penalized team in 
the league. 

"We put up with a lot of 
stuff. To have my team penal¬ 
ized as much as they were, 
when I see how this team 


was treated as far as penalty 
minutes go, it was ridicu¬ 
lous," he said candidly. 

Johnstone is well aware 
his fiery presence on the 
bench and reputation may 
have contributed to the situ- 

"I don’t know if it was my 
history, Tony’s (Passero) his¬ 
tory, or Fort Erie’s, it was 
brutal to see night in and 
night out,” he said. “We’re 
not choir boys. It’s hockey 
and we're emotional. I guess 
that was the most disap¬ 
pointing part for me because 
I don’t think our team was 
treated fairly that way.” 

Johnstone, who has 
coached 27 seasons, isn’t 
sure what next season will 
hold in store, although he 
said he appreciated working 
with Passero and his staff. 

"I want to really thank 
Tony Passero,” Johnstone 
said. “He was honest with 
me. He was fair and loves 
the kids and it was refresh¬ 
ing to work in that environ-
